An amendment to the Constitution 


to tbat {effect passed both houses of 
the Legislature by handsome majori- 
ties in 1895. It had to be submitted to 
the succeeding Legislature in 1897 be- 
fore it oonld come before the people 
for ratification. It passed the Senate 
by a vote of tea to fire, bat was de- 
feated in the Assembly by a tie vote. 


While the JOURNAL is not committed 


upon the question, if it should come 
before the people, as it mast if passed 
by two successive Legislatures, it has 
no hesitation in declaring tbat the peo- 
ple should be given an opportunity to 
vote upon it. It is undemocratic, un- 
republican and unumerioan for a Leg- 
islature to ignore the right of the peo- 
ple of n State to voice their opinions 
upon a question wuich has for more 
than half a century been largely dis- 
cussed, and which has, to n considera- 
ble extent, been a factor in local and 
national politics. 


If the amendment should be adopted 


by the next Legislature, and indorsed 
at the session of 1901,the people would 
vote upon it nt the general election ot 
1903. Certainly this gives time enough 
for full discussion of the question, an3 
opportunity to every voter to consider 
it so thoroughly as to be able to vote 
upon it inteUigdnUy, or at least all 
who possess sufficient intelligence, or 
have brains enough to make up their 
minds upon anvtlimg. 


i'uu vote iti the Legislature upon the 


amendment, does not in any manner 
commit an individual member upon 
the question itself, and he could con- 
sistenlly vote in the affirmative, and 
when the time comes, vote as a citizeu 
against it. We contend, however, that 
he has no more right to prevent those 
who diEfor from him from exercising 
the right of American citizens through 
the ballot box, which is, or is supposed 
to be, the medium through which the 
voice of the people is expressed. It 
isn't going: too far to say that every 
membar who votes in the negative 
manifests his distrust of the intelli 
genceofthe masses, whom he insults 
and degrades by denying them a privi 
lege which is their 
birthright, and 


which ia guaranteed to them by our 
Federal and State Constitutions, 
spirit at least, \t not in letter.

INTKREST ON STATE LANDS 


Upwards of 20,000 acres of land iu 


t he southern portion of Lincoln county 
have been forfeited because of non 
payment of interest, and in almost 
every county iu the State Inrge quauti 
ties have boen abandoned for the came 
reason within the last few years. *„ 
the Legislature of 1895 an attempt was 
made to reduce the rate of interest 
upon the ground that the State would 
receive a larger amount of money be- 
cause of non-forfeiture than if the in- 
tarest rate remained us provided in the 
oriuiuai Act of 1883. 
We have not the 


figures at hand es to the entiie amount 
of land forfeiture since 1895, but are ol 
the opinion that it exceeds by H large 
amount the acreage, which, if retained, 
would htve given the State a larger 
amount of interest money than it baa 
received under the existing rate. The 
cbief objection to the bill of '95 was 
that large tracts were held by non-resi- 
dents, and it was wise policy to get as 
much money out of them as possible. 
Q-anting this to betrne.it is possible 
that the dissenting legislators over- 
reached themselves in their anxiety to 
"cinch "the non-resident owners, in 
doing which they also inflicted the 
famo punishment upon a large number 
of actual residents who own the largest 
proportion of the land. 
The present 


rute^of interest is six per cent—double 
the amount paid by most savings banks 
in the country—and twice the amount, 
we believe, on our interest-bearing 
bond". 


TUe JOURNAL intends, before 
the 


meeting of the Legislature, to procure 
tUe facts and figures necessary to as- 
sertain the amount of land abandoned 
within the last flvo or six years—how 
much of it has been relocated, and such 
other datHKS will furnish m^teiiU for 
an intelligent and comprehensive view 
of thp situation, nrxl tho wisdom or 
folly, iu a ftimnoiul sense, of reducing 
the interest on Stale land purchases. 
We hope, in the meantime tbat oar 
legislators-elect will take an interest 
in the matter, and post themselves so 
as to be able to vote intelligently upon 
thio most important measute, if it 
should come up for consideration at 
the next session of the Legislature.
